After the Morrow election the 
conv ention stuck firmly to the pat­

H. Jester. 
Texas’ delegation of 
50 to Philadelphio will be unin­ 
structed as to candidates; it will 
fight Truman’s nomination and his 
civ il rights program, but it will 
support him if he is nominated. 
Opposed by Mayor 
Morrow is 
anti-Truman. 
He 
was opposed to a roll call v ote by 
Mayor Tom Miller of Austin, who 
was supported by the pro-Truman 
faction. 
Morrow succeeds Myron Blalock 
of Marshall, Tex., who did not 
seek re-election because 
of 
ill 
health. 
Mrs. H. H. Weinert of 
Seguin was elected national com- 
mitteewoman by acclamation. 
Texas Republicans already had 
finished their conv ention at Cor­ 
pus Christi, naming 
a 
national 
conv ention delegation of 33 mem­ 
bers composed of 30 supporters of 
Senator Robert A. Taft, two for 
Gov ernor Thomas E. Dewey, and 
one for Harold Stassen.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 26- 
(jp)—"Wo men inv aded another sac­ 
red male precinct Tuesday. 
Attorney General J. E. Taylor 
ruled it is legal in Missouri for a 
woman beauty shop operator to 
cut a man’s hair, ev en though she 
does not hav e a barber’s license. 
The q uestion was raised by Fred 
C. Bollow, prosecuting attorney of 
Shelby County. 
He wrote that a 
controv ersy hk d arisen in Shelbina 
between barbers and 
a 
woman 
beauty shop operator. 
The bar­ 
bers objected because she was cut­ 
ting men’s hair. 
And a member 
of the state barber board adv ised 
them to hav e the county attorney 
prosecute her. 
Caught between the riv al scis­ 
sor snippers, Bollow sought the 
attorney general’s adv ice. He got 
it in an opinion by assistant At­ 
torney General Robert R. Welborn. 
Welborn look ed at all the cases, 
except the famous one inv olv ing 
Samson and Delilah, and came up 
wdth the decision that women may 
cut men’s hair 
legally—if 
they 
hav e a cosmetologist’s license. 
And if the men will stand for it. 
Cosmetologists are not limited 
by law to cutting women’s hair, he 
noted. And since both the cosme­ 
tology and the barber 
licensing 
laws are designed to protect pub­ 
lic health, “there would seem to 
be no difference whether a licens-

Bonnie has 89 boy friends by 
virtue of havin^ been adopted lastj 
year as the sweetheart of thel 
Evanston police force. 
In 1942—just before her high 
school graduation—Bonnie injur­ 
ed her spine in a fall at home. 
For many months, she lay paralyz­ 
ed. 
But her grit 
and

the use of her hands and arms. 
Then, she began a fight to walk 
again. 
One rainy evening, her mother 
was unable to obtain a taxi to 
carry her to a doctor’s office. She 
ask ^ if the police would lend a 
hand.

then made it a written order that 
a police car take her to and from 
the doctor’s office. 
The Christmas before last, the 
cops gave Bonnie an orthopedic 
walker. Last Christmas, she gave 
each member of the force a tie 
which she wove herself. 
They 
gave her an exerciser and the 
gold badge which signified, that 
“she’s our sweetheart.” 
Bonnie, who can walk a very 
little now with the aid of a cane, 
spent a great deal of time weav­ 
ing. She put designs and pictures 
on the cloth she made—fluffy cats 
and snowy swans. 
It was these 
woven pictures which won the 
hobby fair. 
Bonnie said today “I’m a happy 
girl, and I’m getting better all the 
time. I couldn’t do downtown to 
get my prize, but there’s always 
next year. I hope to walk in on 
them next year.” 
But, before she walks anywhere 
else, Bonnie says, “I’m going to 
stroll over to the police station. 
The boys have been kidding me 
about bringing them a batch of 
cookies. Won’t they be surprised 
when I do it!’*
